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Student growth smallest in years - District 6 


Despite St. Albert’s dramatic population 
growth in recent years one of the city’s 
school boards reports almost no student 
enrolment increase this year. 

Twenty-one additional pupils, bringing 


its total to 4,726, is all the St. Albert Protes- 
tant School Board can claim for this 
September, representing a .44 per cent in- 
crease over 1978. 

This year’s minor increase contrasts 
jumps of 2.28 per cent in 1978, 3.54 per 
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cent in 1977 and 8.73 per cent in 1976, The 
biggest enrolment change over the past 
decade occurred in 1972 when 498 new 
students were added, representing a 17.19 
per cent increase on the board’s rolls. 

“I'd say we’re in a holding pattern right

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now,’’ says the board’s new superinten- 
dent, Dr. Peter Bargen. He noted that his 
staff had anticipated a larger increase than 
what has occurred, but any growth is better 
than figures from Sept. 10 that showed a 
drop of 19 students over last year, A 
decrease would be unprecedented in recent 
years. : 

An enrolment report prepared by the 
board’s retiring superintendent, Elmer 
Gish, says there could be several reasons for 
the drop in students: 

-- since the end of the school year in 
June, 50 families have moved out of houses 
and condominium units that still remain 
unoccupied, 

-- _ several newly-constructed houses and 
condominiums still haven’t been sold or 
rented, and 

~ a partial telephone survey shows that 
several high school students have dropped 
out of school. : 

With ‘the city’s population increasing so 
quickly (5.2 per cent higher this year than 
1978), Mr. Gish says the board’s almost 
non-existent growth rate leaves him 
somewhat concerned. ‘‘This just shouldn’t 
be happening,’’ he told the board during a 
recent meeting. f 


OTHER BOARD NOT WORRIED 
Meanwhile, St. Albert’s Catholic School 
Board superintendent, Dr. Bill Zielinski, 
says he doesn’t have similar problems. For 
the third year in a row the board reports a 
four per cent student enrolment increase, 
bringing its total to 2,534 this year. 

We would expect that with the projected 
growth estimates, our increases should con- 
tinue,”’ Dr. Zielinski concluded. He added 
that one reason for his board’s continued 
growth -- even as the majority of St. 
Albert’s new residents are non-Catholic -- is 
its ability to keep many 15 and 16 year olds 
from dropping out. 

A provincial Education Opportunities 
Fund grant has enabled the board to set up 
a special program for ‘reluctant learners’’, 
he said. The Protestant board offers a 
similar program. 

Meanwhile the Sturgeon School Board 
reports a 5.2 per cent enrolment increase 
this year, bringing its total of special educa- 
tion and regular students to 4,343. 

The Thibault Catholic School District 
recorded a 15.2 per cent growth over 1978, 
representing 953 students in its system. 

The board’s secretary treasurer, Jean 
Groner, says a new junior and senior high 
school should be completed by next fall to 
accommodate the dramatic growth, Com- 
pletion by that date is essential, she said. 

“If we get another increase of 100 
students it (the high school) will have to be 
completed or we've got no place to put 
them.”

Student input means 


less vandalism, say two

While most municipalities 

report that vandalism costs 
are rising, two area school 
boards are enjoying a com- 
fortable drop in the number 
of recent incidents. 
_; And it may be coincidence 
Bhi!both of the boards, St. 
Albert Protestant and 
Thibault Roman Catholic in 
Morinville are emphasizing 
student involvement as the 
route to reducing the pro- 
blem. 

The Protestant board, 
which began its three-year 
Project Incentive Pilot Study 
(P.1.P.S.) 13 months ago, 
reports about a 25 per cent 
drop in vandalism costs bet- 
ween a January-to-September 
period in 1978 and a similar 
period in 1979 while the pro- 
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ject was in effect. 

In 1978 the board spent 
$8,225 in repairs to school 
property during the nine- 
month period but a year 
later, with two more schools 
open and needing 
maintenance, the figure has 
dropped to $6,411. 

{n fact, no. vandalism to 
board property occurred last 
month, 

A large part of that reduc- 
tion, says assistant 
superintendent Lowell 
Throndson, has to be due to 
P.I,P.S., a program that ac- 
tually involves students in 
paying for the costs of van- 
dalism in their own schools. 

The board sets up an ac- 
count in September for each 
school, depositing $1.50 per 
student. The costs of wilful 
damage to board property 
during school hours are paid 
through the account, and any 
remaining money at the end 
of the school year is given to 
the students for a project on 
which they've agreed. 

At Lorne Akins that means 
a new score board and clock 
in the gymnasium, at Sir 
George Simpson it means a 
bulletin board in the school 
lobby, at W.D, Cuts its new 
basketball hoops, back 
boards and poles and at Paul 
Kane they're still considering 
several alternatives. 

Mr. Throndson said only 
those four schools are involv- 
ed in the incentive project 
right now but if it proves suc- 
cessful more may be added. 


STUDENTS WORK 


The Thibault board hasn’t 
set up any formal program to 


with vandalism but 
s tary treasurer Jean 
Groner reports that board 
policy now favors having the 
vandals themselves do the 
repair work or some 
equivalent. 

Noting that ‘‘it was upon 
the parents request’’ that the 
board first chose to have the 
guilty students ‘work off’ the 
vandalism costs, Mrs. Groner 
said the practice seems to be 
working because, ‘‘It makes 
the kids stop and think when 
it’s themselves who have to 
pay for it.” 

So far, the students have 
been used for yard clean-up 
and other minor duties. Mrs. 
Groner said she couldn’t.be 
exact in reporting how much 
the costs of vandalism for the 
board have been reduced, 
‘‘but they’re definitely 
lower,”” 

“Transferring the respon- 
sibility of payment to the 
students”’ is the key to reduc- 
ing vandalism at the schools, 
concludes Mr. Throndson, 
“When you get people in- 
volved and interested then it 
can work,”’ 

Two school boards -- St. 
Albert Catholic and Sturgeon 
Division’s Protestant -- are 
still waiting to see if involve- 
ment in the answer.

Sturgeon’s assistant 
superintendent, Walter Hep- 
pler, says ‘‘there has been 
some discussion at the board 
level’’ about setting up some 
kind of vandalism program 
but trustees are waiting to see 
if the results from P.I.P.S. 
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boards 


warrant one. ‘ 

Meanwhile, he said, van- 
dalism at the division’s 
schools is costing about 
$10,000 this year, an amount 
that ‘‘is definitely an increase 
over last year.”’ 

Vandalism costs for St. 
Albert’s Catholic School 
Board have averaged about 
$3,000 a year for the past 
three years, says secretary 
treasurer Ted Baldwin but 
one incident at St. Albert 
High School two weeks ago 
cost between $5,000 and 
$10,000 itself. A master 
public address and clock 
system was destroyed. 

Mr. Baldwin noted that 
like other boards, the majori- 
ty of the Catholic board’s 
vandalism costs, are for 
broken windows, but it’s the 
occasional major incident 
like the one at St. Albert 
High School that keep yearly 
costs up. 

He added that the board 
“tries to take care of most 
Yandalism by prevention, 
boarding up windows during 
the summer, things like that, 
and also keeping our fingers 
crossed.’’ Other,‘methods of 
prevention, possibly a pro- 
gram like P.I.P.S. is 
something the trustees have 
never discussed, he said. 

Meanwhile, Constable 
Brian Huddle of the St. 
Albert RCMP Detachment 
reports that acts of wilful 
damage to private property 
were up 45 per cent from 
1977 to 1978 in the city and 
acts upon public property 
were up 16 per cent. In 1979, 
he said, figures Indicate van- 
dalism will be just as much or 
more of a problem.

Council to discuss 


more meetings 


St. Albert may soon be 
having twice as many city 
council meetings each month. 

At their Oct. 29 organiza- 
tional meeting the aldermen 
will be discussing a motion to 
increase the number of coun- 
cil meetings from two to four 
and possibly dropping the 
committee of the whole 
meeting that falls on the se- 
cond Monday of each month. 

The alderman who in- 
troduced the motion to in- 
crease the number of 
meetings, Rod Throndson, 
says the change is necessary 
because there’s too much 
time between the twice-a- 
month, Monday night coun- 
cil meetings. 

The time lag, he said, hurts 
communication between the 
council members and often 
delays important decisions 
for a month or more if any 
tabling motions take place. 
For example, he said, the Jast 
council meeting in October 
falls on the 15th and the next 
one isn’t until Nov, 5. 
‘*That’s just too long a gap.”’ 


Mr. Throndson noted that 
all recommendations at the 
once-a-month committee of 
the whole meetings must be 
ratified by the council itself a 
week later. It’s a useless step 
that can be eliminated by 
having the aldermen meet 
a council that night instead of 
as a committee, he said. 

“T think I'll receive a fair 
response to this (motion),’’ 
he added. ‘‘Maybe not for 
the four council meetings a 
month but for the three 
meetings and taking out the 
committee of the whole.’’ 

One council member who 
says he’ll vote for the change 
is Mayor Ron Harvey. He 
said he favors having three 
council meetings a month and 
eliminating the committee of 
the whole meeting. Changing 
the committee meeting to a 
council gathering should be 
an improvement, he said, 
because as things stand now, 
‘we don’t really accomplish 
much because, we have to go 
over it all again later.”’

uncontested 


Pembina MP Peter Elzinga 
will be nominted by acclama- 
tion later this month when 
the federal PC’s meet in the 
St. Albert Legion to choose 
their representative for the 
next federal election. 

Elzinga was the only per- 
son to file nomination papers 
with the Association by the 
September 28 deadline says 
Pembina Progressive Conser- 
vative Association President 
Jim Wilson of Sherwood 
Park. Prospective contesters 
were given 18 days to file with 
the Association. 

A September 26 Gazette 
story quoted Mr. Wilson on 
the subject of the early 
nomination as saying ‘‘It 
would be nice, being a 
minority government, if we 
could get it over with; then 
there’d be no problem.’’ He 
said he had no reason to 
assume that an election 
would be called, or that any 
other PC Association had ar- 
ranged for an early nomina- 
tion date. 

Mr. Elzinga and other MPs 
opened the new session of 
parliament Tuesday, 10 days 
after the filing date had ex- 
pired. This fact prompted 
defeated Liberal candidate 
Len Nobert to comment that 
the nomination was a ‘‘rush 
job.’’ He said that Mr. Elz- 
inga had not yet proved 
himself good or bad, and that 
it was “ridiculous to be con- 
firming him for the next elec- 
tion when there’s no indica- 
tion of how he will perform 
in the House.’’ He said the 
Liberals had no. plans to 
follow a similar course of ac- 
tion. 

The NDP in Pembina also 
have no plans for a nomina- 
tion meeting. Provincial 
Secretary Tom Brooks of- 
fered the explanation that the 
PC’s must be concerned that 
their plans for Petro-Canada 
may produce the next elec- 
tion. 

When contacted in Ottawa 
Tuesday Mr. Elzinga said he 
did not think the people of 
Canada would be unhappy 
with the Conservative 
government’s handling of 
Petro-Canada. ‘‘We are not 
going to do away with Petro- 
Can,” he said. The intent is 
to transform it into a set-up 
similar to the Alberta Energy 
Company and British Colum- 
bia’s BCRIC (British Colum- 
bia Resource Investment Cor- 
poration). ie 
Mr. Elzinga said a commis-

sion report to Cabinet on 
Petro-Can will be forthcom- 
ing ‘‘in a couple of weeks.”’ 

Asked what reasoning was 
behind the early nomination, 
Mr. Elzinga said the party 
organization in Pembina 
strove ‘‘to be in a state of 
readiness.’’ He indicated that 
the Association was well 
organized which could be 
seen by comparing the finan- 
cial statements of the Liberals 
and Conservatives. The Con- 
servatives, he said, spent less 
than they solicited for the 
May election while the 
Liberals ran a_ substantial 
deficit. 

Mr. Elzinga added that the 
Pembina Association had not 
always held its nominating 
convention this early but that 
several ‘PC associations 
across Canada would com- 
plete theirs before a year is 
out. In 1972-74, the period of 
the Liberal minority govern- 
ment, Pembina was one of 
only a few PC associations in 
Canada which did not hold a 
nominating meeting prior to 
the 1974 election call. 

Mr. Elzinga won the Pem- 
bina seat May 22 with a 
margin of nearly 20,000 votes 
over his nearest opponent. 

The nomination conven- 
tion will be held October 26 
in the St. Albert Legion Hall.

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Help Society needs help 


Members of the St. Albert 
Help Society, an umbrella 
organization looking after 
the Mother’s Day Out, 
Meals-on-Wheals and 


Homecare Service programs, 
say the society is badly in 
need of additional funding 
following a cut in civic grants 


in August. 

The city was forced to cut 
$3,200 out of the Help Socie- 
ity budget this year when pro- 
vincial PSS grants were 
limited to six per cent in- 
creases. 

Bud Reiniger and Terry 
Regimbald of the Help Socie- 


loss of funds from the Socie- 
y’s budget were causing 

hardships. The 
Mother’s Day Out program 
should be expanded to five 


days per week to meet de- 
mand the ladies say but this 
won't be possible under pre- 
sent financial conditions. 
Lunches must now be sup- 
plied by parents rather than 
served by program workers 
because the money isn’t there 
to buy supplies. 

Leaving the lunches up to 
parents is causing some pro- 
blem at the centre (located in 
the Braeside Presbyterian 
Church) as each day some 
parents neglect to furnish the 
lunches for their children. 

Mother’s Day Out was 
launched by the Help Society 
seven years ago and last year 
provided the day care-like 
service to over 800 children. 
This year the number of 
parents using the service (it’s 
designed for the financially 


disadvantaged and not work- 
ing mothers) appears to have 
dropped but the Society at- 
tributes this to an extremely 
small advertising budget. It 
also has been forced to cut 
back from five days opera- 
tion on 1978-79 to three days 
this year. 

A letter to service clubs in 
St. Albert has been prepared 
and will be sent to solicit 
funds. Last year the Kinettes, 
Knights of Columbus, St. 
Albert Catholic Parish and 
the Community League 
donated a total of $720 which 
went towards furnishings and 
toys for the children. 

The Society has approach- 
ed the mayor and MLA on 
the matter of funding and 
both have said they would 


look into the situation and 
see what could be done. No 
reply has been received as yet 
to the inquiry made last 
week. 

Members feel that if they 
could gather another $700 
they could expand the pro- 
gram to five days but still 
would not be able to offer 
lunch, 

The Senior Citizen Centre 
and Teen Centre also lost 
significant amounts of their 
projected grants with the cut- 
back.

Board votes to stick with five members

Trustees are either have to 
keep working extra hours or 
starting organizing their 
duties better. 

That was the conclusion of 
four of the five St. Albert 
Protestant School Board 
members last night in voting 
not to expand the member- 
ship to seven trustees, 

In opposing trustee Shirley 
McCaffery’s motion for ex- 
pansion, outgoing board 
chairman Wes Penner said, 
**A resolution to the problem 
(of too much work) may not 
be increasing the number of 
trustees but in setting out the 
responsibilties of trustees.”’ 

Seventy-five per cent of 
solving any problem, he said, 
is first identifying the pro- 
blem and he’s not sure that’s 
happened yet. The board has 
to be careful, he added, to 
avoid “getting trapped in the 
kind of thinking’’ that says 
“if one pill is good then two 
has to be better.’’ 

Instead of being more effi- 
cient, the addition of two 
trustees to the board might 
make it far less efficient, he 
said. Communication might 
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become more difficult and 
trustees’ work-load and time 
spent at meetings could ac- 
tually increase. 

Two more trustees would 
‘cost taxpayers about $9,000 
to $10,000 more a year, he 
noted, and such an expense 
might be wasted. 

The board’s new chairman, 
Scott Friese, said he also op- 
posed the motion for expan- 


sion because more trustees 
might hurt the good level of 
communication that present- 
ly exists. 

“Things could become too 
political,’’ he said. The rela- 
tionship among the trustees is 
a ‘‘comfortable’’ one now, 
he said, ‘‘and I believe the 
larger number of people we 
have, the more political the 
relationships will become.”’ 


In proposing the motion to 
add two trustees, Mrs. Mc- 
Caffery argued that trustees 
are presently overworked and 
unable to fulfill many of the 
minor but still important 
details of their jobs, such as 
attending school functions. 

As the district increases in 
size the problem will only 
grow greater, she told the 
other trustees. 


Friese is new Protestant Board chairman 


Scott Friese is the new 
chairman of the St. Albert 
Protestant School Board 
following its annual 
organizational meeting last 
night. 

Mr. Friese, a trustee for 
two years and a_ vice- 
chairman in 1977-78, replaces 
Dr. Wes Penner who held the 
post during 1978-79. 

Shirley McCaffery, a 
trustee for five years, takes 
over from Ernie Wynychuk 
as vice-chairman. 

In accepting the chairman- 
ship, Mr. Friese thanked the 
trustees for their confidence 
in him and asked that they 
“bear with’? him until he 
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became familiar with the pro- 
cedural part of his new job. 

The outgoing chairman, 
Dr. Penner, said after the 
meeting that some members 
of the public might be sur- 
prised that he only held the 
chair for one year, However, 
he said, ‘I think this board 
has a belief that we should 
spread the chairmanship 
around.’”’ 

He said the trustees have 
agreed that all of them should 
get the opportunity to play an 
important role on the board. 
Before Dr. Penner’s year as 
chairman, Ernie Wynychuk 
also held the post for 12 mon- 
ths. 
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The 31st Parliament opened in Ottawa Tuesday 
and the new boys are warming up for the 
challenge. And challenge it will be. In addition 
to all the economic and social problems, they 
must preside over an era of shifting political 
perspectives, as a creaking system attempts to 
adjust to rapidfire change. The standard 
political concept of the left-to-right spectrum 
appears outdistanced; the nuances of political 
preference too subtle. Political parties are 
gravitating towards the centre, blurring the 
distinctions between them. Trudeau has been 
heard to expound on the “radical middle’ and 
Joe Clark is known as a “red Tory’’. Confused 
by these hybrid philosophies, people are seek- 
ing new ways of defining themselves in 
political terms. Judging by recent events, many 
people have chosen to define themselves in 
terms of the issues. 


The alignment of political activists under the 
banner of specific issues rather than political 
parties has become a trend in the last 20 years. 
Where people in former years adhered to the 
party line of choice, today we see people of all 
political stripe allied in a single cause. In 
Canada we are battle-scarred veterans of ‘issue 
politics.” Our history is one of embattled 
policies rather than embattled peoples. Often 
our regional grievances, real and imagined, 
have divided us and this fragmentation has im- 
peded our overall progress. The Manitoba 
Schools Crisis, the Conscription Crisis, the 
Crow Rates - all these issues have taken a toll 
of Canadian unity. 

Issue politics have achieved their ultimate ex- 
pression in Quebec when the separatists 
transformed their movement into a political par- 
ty and eventually formed a government. The par- 
ty encompasses the far left to the far right, with 
separatism the only common ground. This 
makes the Parti Quebecois an excellent instru- 
ment for engineering the mechanics of separa- 
tion. However, the Parti Quebecois will be ina 
less enviable situation if they should be asked 
to preside at the birth of a new nation, Quebec. 
The party's diversity, effective in single issue 
confrontations, will be a drawback to any at- 
tempt to charter a new Quebec. 

The tricky ambiguities of issue politics have 
also become evident in the U.S., where the anti- 
abortion movement has exploited the loose 
structure of their organization, to create 
something far removed from anti-abortion sen- 
timents. Because their machine is so efficient, 
the pro-lifers have decided to stick with it after 
the abortion issue is settled. They plan to use it 
to further several conservative causes, oppos- 
ing rights for women, and homosexuals and 
lawbreakers. This is a dishonest tactic. Those 
who belong to the movement joined to fight 
abortion, not to found a third political party. 
Regardless of any opinion on abortion or the 
politics of the right, this deception is disturb- 
ing. 


It has been only 45 years since a number of 
sincere German citizens joined a newly formed 
political party called the National Socialist Par- 
ty. Nothing wrong with that, apart from any 
aversion one might have to socialism. How 
were they to know that the term Nazi would live 
in infamy? The world was then unaware that the 
party was rooted in a philosophy of Nordic 
Supremacy and Anti-Semitism. Agonized cries 
of ‘we didn’t know” can still be heard in 
Europe. Such is the danger of using a 
euphemism to disguise the true purpose of any 
movement, and the anti-abortion movement 
should heed the lessons of history. This is not 
meant in any way to compare the humanity of 
the group to that of the Nazis. However, their 
power base is similarly founded on a public 
misconception. The formation of a political par- 
ty in a free society should not be a covert opera- 
tion, hiding behind some highly emotional 
issue. Such single issue campaigns can quickly 
turn into witch hunts, as Joe McCarthy clearly 
demonstrated. 


Perhaps the worst aspect of issue politics is 
that it leads people to define themselves and 
their countries in terms of their problems, a 
negative approach. As there are a lot of things 
in the world to protest, this could lead to a large 
large number of splinter groups, each blowing 
its own horn. Such fragmentation cannot lead 
to good government, as it emphasizes the value 
of the parts above the whole. Instead of examin-

ing energy needs in their entirety, people are 
singling out the nuclear component to protest.

St. Albert’s canine popula- 
tion is restrained from defac- 
ing or littering property by 
the terms of the animal con- 
trol bylaw. However, the 
human population appears to 
be under no such restriction. 
This situation came to light at 
Monday night’s meeting of 
council during an appearance 
by an irate resident of Gran- 
din Park, 

Mr. Alan Turner told the 
council that he was concern- 
ed at the litter in the area of 
the shopping centre at 76 
Grosvenor Blvd. Mr. Turner 
said that he had predicted this 
trouble would arise when the 
shopping centre came up for 
approval in 1978. He said his 
prophecy had been fulfilled. 

Mr. Turner also pointed 
that there are no signs in 


the city to warn people of the 
penalties for littering. St. 
Albert has no litter bylaw of 
its own and operates under 
the provincial littering law. 

Mr. Turner said the 
Grosvenor shopping centre, a 
property of Jason 
Developments was not the 
only property that had a litter 
problem, as he had noticed 
litter everywhere each day as 
he walked to the bus depot. 
Ald. Margaret Smith said all 
businesses were not equally 
guilty, as Mac’s was ‘‘good”’ 
about litter control. 
However, she added that 7-11 
was ‘‘awful’’. Complaints 
that the Turners’ made had 
not had any result.

All children need their 
parents close to them when 
they are ill - they have a better 
chance of recov ut 
native children cou. to a 
foreign world’ when flown 
from home to a city hospital - 
a different language and a 
strange culture. They have 
need of their family more 
than others in a_ hospital. 
Such children from Northern 
Alberta and in the Yukon 
and N.W. Territories would 
benefit enormously from a 
children’s hospital in Edmon- 
ton, Their mothers too would 
learn by staying in hospital 
with their children, where 
they could watch the nurses. 

There are a number of 
other reasons for children’s 
hospital serving Northern 
Alberta. Families who have 
had to take children to 
Toronto for special care are 
aware of the many problems 
and expenses in connection 
with such trips. 

Regular hospitals do not 
have the capacity to devote 
the extra staff time and space 
for family members. Beds in 
these hospitals could better 
serve the needs of Alberta’s 
rapidly growing adult 
population. 

The Northern Alberta 
Children’s Hospital Founda- 
tion, established in 1977, is 
garnering both funds and 


public support and will be 
continuing to do so. They 
have found considerable en- 
thusiasm among the general 
public, clubs and organiza- 
tions and those doctors and 
nurses presently working with 
sick children. 

Forms through which peo- 
ple can indicate support of 
the project are being cir- 
culated, and membership in 
the Foundation is growing at 
$5 per member. 

In St. Albert Peter and 
Patricia Horsfield of Liv- 
ingstoneé Crescent are actively 
involved, and both the 
Kiwanis and Kinsmen clubs 
have taken interest. 

Dr. Harry Bain of the 
University of Toronto’s 
Pediatrics department and a 
senior official at the Hospital 
for Sick Children is meeting 
with hospital officials and 
doctors. The pediatrics pro- 
fessor at the U of A, Dr. 
Ernest McCoy is an active 
supporter. Studies have been 
done on sites as well, and the

Plow begins 
four vehicle accident

the other, 25 years, an Abbe, aspirant to the ranks of 
the Oblate Order, whose lineage is of" Habitant” 
stock, French-Canadian mixed with those of the In- 
dian Nation. 

Both were immersed in the cause of expanding the 
moral and spiritual culture to the West, both involved 
in benefitting the western people with the word of 
God through their leadership, both generous in 
sacrifice, both in the prime of their lives. 

Alexandre Tache, assistant to Mgr. Provencher of 
St. Boniface, agreed to meet Albert Lacombe (who 
was at the Parish of Berthier) in Sorrel, Quebec. They 
were to reminisce about their part in opening up the 
West. Abbe Lacombe had spent enough time with the 
“Apostles” of the “Riviere Rouge” to have been 
edified by these few men. Since 1845 they spread 
their good works from the Red River to Lake 
Athabasca. Abbe Lacombe was impressed; enough 
to want to join th Order of the Oblates. 

That desire became the reason that he found 
himself leaving once more for the region of the 
prairies in May of 1852. 

Mgr. Tache and Pere Grollier accompanied Albert 
Lacombe up to /le-a-la-Crosse. Alexandre Tache has 
described the trip by charrette from St. Paul, Min., to 
St. Boniface, Manitoba - approximately 500 miles - 
and terms the roads as terrible. Passengers gawked 
at the sight of a Monseigneur and two priests up to 

their waists in the mire, taking the role of beasts of - 
burden in order to extricate the animals and charret- 


tes from the sticky mud. This would take place 
perhaps a hundred times along the way. 

Fate was to delay Lacombe’s main wish, for even 
as he made his journey west, events at Ft. Edmonton 
came to the attention of Mgr. Provencher. Abbes 
Thibault and Bourassa, both exhausted from their 
gruelling life as western missionaries, had to be 
replaced. As Albert arrived on May 27, Mgr. Proven- 
cher was forced to look upon him as the only replace- 
ment. The Abbe’s studies would have to wait, if he 
consented, and his ordination would take place in the 
forseeable future. 

Setting aside his plans, Abbe Lacombe found 
himself on a Hudson's Bay barge, bound for Ft. Ed- 
monton of the North West Territories. The trip by a 
caravan of 10 barges, manned by nine men per boat 
was a most difficult one. The men worked from three 
Ait, and stopped at sundown. Each barge was 40 feet 
lon tawp to 12 feet wide. 

As they labored, Albert studied the English 
language, but especially the Cree vocabulary. Some 
Metis were able to help him with their knowledge of 
French and Cree, a fact he greatly appreciated. With 
his good humor, he was able to appease any quarre/ 
that arose during the long voyage. At night he recited 
the rosary with those who were not too tired to res- 
pond. On Sundays, Mass was celebrated under a tent, 
the crew being mostly Catholic. 

The labor of these men was not lost on Abbe 
Lacombe who considered them worse off than 
African slaves. They pulled the line of barges against 
and beyond the rapids, straining all along the rugged 
banks wherever the rowing became impossible. Da 
after day, through weather ranging trom blistering 
sun to torrents of rain, progress was made, and as 
autumn neared, so did their destination. Golden trees 
along the banks gave way to massive buildings, en- 
circled by a palisade, The river caravan had finally ar- 
rived at Ft. Edmonton after over two months of travel. 

One of the prime subjects discussed in Sorrel had 
been realized for Abbe Lacombe. He was aback with 
the Metis and Indian people which he loved. At Ft. Ed- 
monton, he found the same people, the same 
desperate conditions and the same work he had 
dedicated himself to.

The 
association has been working 
for some time at council’s re- 
quest ‘to assess the needs of 
the handicapped here and 
was ready Monday night with 
a full report on the matter. 
Several members of council 
went out of their way to con- 
gratulate the association on 
the quality of the report, 
which one alderman says is 
one of the best reports ever 
received from a volunteer 
organization. The upshot of 
the Association’s work may 
be the location of a district 
office in St. Albert to service 
the needs of the handicap- 
ped. 

Representing the associa- 
tion was Mrs. . Kathleen 
Hickey and Mrs. Joan 
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plained the association had 
been asked to assess needs 
and priorize them. However, 
investigation into the process 
convinced the association 
that a professional was need- 
ed to properly determine the 
number of handicapped in- 
volved, the services they 
need, and the priority of 
those needs. As a result, the 
association has asked the pro- 
vincial government's services 
for the Handicapped if it 
would fund a Resources-Co- 
ordinator to carry out this 
study. 

The city’s and the associa- 
tion’s initiative in this matter 
has paid off. Because they 
have begun to look at the cir- 
cumstances of the handicap- 
ped, the province feels there 
is interest here. It also feels 
the request for a co-ordinator 
indicates the area is not being 
properly served by the case 
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Hickey explained that the 
provincial case workers had a 
huge territory to serve and 
that it is impossible for them 
to adequately see to the needs 
of every community. Thus, 
local initiative is required. 

To handle services to the 
handicapped, the province 
has suggested that a district 
office be opened in St. Albert 
to provide these services. A 
local advisory board would 
be formed to work with the 
office. The district office 
would take over from the 
resources co-ordinator after 
one year. 

St. Albert presently has 
one community services 
worker assigned to services 
for the handicapped, but 
Mrs. Hickey said that this 
was just one aspect of the 
worker’s responsibilities, and 
that there was too much for 
one person to handle. 
Strathcona has a co- 
ordinator of the kind re- 
quested by the association, 
said Mrs. Hickey. However, 
shortage of funding in the 


ordinator there working for 
two months without pay. 

Mrs. Hickey told council 
that if they decide in favour 
of applying for a district of- 
fice, they would have to 
notify the province by 
January 1980. This led to a 
discussion of the best funding 
procedures for the payment 
of the Resources Co- 
ordinator. The problem 
arises from the fact that the 
city’s budget deliberations 
are not complete until March 
or April.

Elmer Gish came to the St. 
Albert Protestant Separate 
School District April 1, 1970. 
He brought with him a 
reputation for getting the job 
done whether it be teaching a 
complete curriculum to 
grades one through nine in a 
lone room school or setting up 
he complete operation of a 
brand new vocational com- 
plex. In a word, the retiring 
superintendent could be 
described as competent. 


Born to a large family in 
the Stettler area (back in the 
‘good ol’ days) Elmer com- 
pleted his senior matricula- 
tion and headed to Calgary to 
Normal School where he 
achieved his teacher’s cer- 
tificate. 

The following year found 
lhim occupying the teacherage 
of a one room school on the 
bald prairie. Curlew was the

name of the place but, you 
won't find it on the map to- 
day.

The starting salary at that 
time, 1939, was $720 per 
year.

Students in grades one 
through nine. 

It was a strange existence 
recalls Mr. Gish but his farm 
and large family background 
prepared him well for it.

The year was 1940 and 
Elmer was 20 years old, His 
students ranged to 17 years of 
age.

Elmer said the parents were 
watching and obviously ap- 
proved, The young school 
teacher had no choice but to 
take them on.

Elmer was able to save face 
by ‘‘whipping” them both. 
How times change 


‘Luxuries’ such as music, 
art, physical education, 
drama, etc. just didn’t exist. 
Elmer says that despite the 
lack of a rounded curriculum 
many well educated in- 
dividuals came out of the 
system. ‘‘The educational 
program was very rigorous,”’ 
he said, ‘‘You really work- 
ed,’’

Like many other young 
men at that time, Elmer made 
the decision to enlist with 
Canada’s Navy. 

He spent a year stationed 
on Canada’s west coast 
before shipping out to 
Scotland where he met and 


married his wife Catherine. 
He was assigned aboard a 
cruiser protecting convoys to 
Norway. 

Back in Canada following 
the war Elmer went back to 
scnool, He took a B.Ed. 
degree at the U of A before 
taking a position with the Ed- 
monton Public System 
teaching elementary. While 
teaching he completed his 
M.A. thesis on the history of 
Rocky Mountain House. 

The next several years were 
Spent teaching various grades 
of school and working in 
various administrative 
capacities. 

His biggest break (next to 
the St. Albert position) came 
when Edmonton Public made 
the decision to build a special 
vocational school. They ask- 
ed Elmer to leave his Junior 
High principalship and direct 
the project. Time was short if 
federal grant money was to 
be available. 

Despite the time restriction 
Elmer was able to gather an 
excellent team of people to 
staff the new complex, W.P. 
Wagner School. Completing 
the project says Mr. Gish, 
‘‘was a very satisfying thing. 
It is one of the most suc- 
cessful vocational schools 
with a constant demand for 
placement.’’ St. Albert 


Separate now sends about 60 
students to Wagner. 

No sooner had W.P. 
Wagner been put on its feet 
than Mr. Gish had the oppor- 
tunity of accepting the 
superintendent's position 
with St. Albert. Again it was 
a decision he could later look 
back on as the right one. 

Since his arrival the district 
has grown to double the 
2,400 pupils it had in 1970, 
And the budget has grown by 
five times from $2 million to 
$10 million, One might 
assume from these figures 
that inflation has an inverse 
ratio effect on population 
growth, 

At one point in 1973, the 
District was growing at a rate 


“of over 17 percent. Since 


1975, however, St. Albert 
Protestant Separate has ex- 
perienced a decline in its rate 
of growth and this year has 
actually experienced a decline 
in enrolment for the first time 
since Mr. Gish took over the 
helm. _ 

Another major change has 
been the supply of teachers. 
Mt. Gish comments that in 
the period of high growth the 
district couldn’t find enough 
good, qualified teachers. To- 
day it’s just the opposite. The 
District has over 100 applica- 
tions on file.

area. For instance, you could view a house on a day 
when the wind was blowing from the west, fall in love 
with it and decide to buy it, After being in your new 
home several days you find that when the wind swit- 
ches and blows from the east you get a very strong 
odor from a rendering plant or chemical manufactur- 
ing complex. That cozy three bedroom bungalow 
could also be below the flight path of 737s or 50 yards 
away from a proposed freeway extension. It could 
also be in an area where the zoning could change, or 
an area subject to expropriation two years down the 
road, 

The actual location of the house on the lot is a very 
important consideration. Is the house situated lower 
than all the houses on the block or lower than street 
level? Will drainage be a problem? Or does the base- 
ment flood every time there is a heavy downpour or 
sudden thaw in the spring? 

Is the house situated on a steep bank or ravine that 
could slide away from under the building? Or situated 
in an area where a few hundred tons of soil could 
slide down from a point above the yard? A heavily 
treed lot is nice, but is the house located in such a 
way that a forest fire could wipe out the building in 
short order? 

Now that a few concerns of location are settled we 
examine. the construction of the house. Detecting 
defects in construction requires a trained eye 
however, with careful examination and a basic pro- 
cedure in mind it is not too difficult to thoroughly ex- 
amine the structure. Keep in mind that every defect 
or deficiency in the building is a bargaining tool in 
your favor, since the price of repairs should be 
deducted from the purchase price. 

If there is a driveway, check it for slope’ if it slopes 
toward the garage entrance or has fallen away toward 
the foundation of the house, water will obviously be a 
problem. If there is any doubt as to drainage run a 
water hose on it to see which way the water flows. 


The concrete surface should be dense and free of any 
scaling or surface peeling. If the surface breaks away 
quite easily the concrete used was of inferior quality, 
or it froze when it was poured. To replace a driveway 
could be an expensive item. 

A sidewalk poured next to a foundation wall and 
set on loose backfill will settie down and slope 
toward the wall. The negative slope will cause ex- 
cessive amounts of water to flow down the founda- 
tion wall, thus overtaxing the weeping tile and 
presenting a potential wet basement problem. 

The landscaping should slope well away from the 
foundation walls. If the foundation is too low on the 
lot, the only solution is to provide window wells and 
haul in additional backfill around the house. 

If the eavestrough does not drain into a storm 
sewer system, the downspout should empty onto a 
concrete splash pad with enough slope away for 
drainage. 

Back and front steps or landings are generally 
precast concrete and attached by steel bolts and 
plates through the foundation wall. If the step is not 
attached it will usually settle down along the founda- 
tion and require replacement in two or three years. A 
wooden step must be checked from the underside for 
rot and support. The step should be firmly attached 
to the building at the top end and supported at the 
bottom end on concrete piles or treated wooden 
posts extending down to bearing clay. The deck of a 
wooden step or landing must have a sealed surface 
which will allow water to flow away from the wall of 
the house, or decking material spaced in such a man- 
ner as to allow rain water to fall through to the ground 
below.

Making up an emergency 


motorist’s kit 


One of the easist and least 
expensive things any mot- 
orist can do is to make up an 
emergency’s traveler's kit. It 
may take an hour or twoto 
put together, but the time, 
aggravation and money it 
could save when a problem 
arises will make it all 
worthwhile. 


Here’s What You'll Need 

At the very least, here's 
what your emergency kit 
should include: a half-gallon 
o gallon of mixed radiator 
coolant and water; a quart of 
top grade engine oil; a pair of 
booster cables with rubber 
safety grips; spare fan belts; 
a roll of vinyl or rubber 
electrical tape (for emer- 
gency hose repairs); a 
flashlight with good batteries 
(store the batteries positive- 
to-positive when you're not 
using them); at least two 
roadside flares; a spare 
ignition and trunk key (keep 
these in your wallet or 
purse); a roll of picture frame 
wire (in case the muffler

It has the job of 
regulating the amount of 
current allowed to pass back 
into the car's electricial 
system. It is also responsible 
for returning current to the 
battery where it is stored. 


BREAKDOWNS 


Once in a while, for a 
number of different reasons, 
your alterator or generator 
will break down or burn out. 
When this happens, the 
installation of a replacement 
is the only solution. 

While replacement is not a 
simple task, itis one that you 
can do yourself, All the parts 
and tools you'll need are 
available at your nearest auto 
parts store. 


: NOT CHEAP 
Pains, : 

Neither an alternator nor a 
generator is cheap. The cost 
usually runs in the !S0 to !60 
range, depending on the 
model of your car. 

Installing it is relatively 
simple, however, if you 


follow a logical and system- 
atic procedure. One good 
trick is to mark all the wires, 
cables, belts and connections 
when you take them off with 
masking tape. That way 
there's little chance of 
making a mistake during the 
reconnection. 


THE $10 MISTAKE 


One mistake most sel 
installers make is-in the 
system replacement pro- 
cedure. The alternator/gen- 
erator and the voltage 
regulator work together. A 
voltage regulator for most 
North American cars - Y 
around $10 and a stan 
rule is to never replace an 
alternator or generator with- 
out the regulator. 

The reason for this is that a 
faulty voltage regulator can 
cause the alternator or 
generator to burn out. If you 
don’t install a new one when 
you replace your alternator 
or generator, it could burn 
that one out too and you've 
just sent $60 or so down the 
drain. Why risk it when for 
another $10 or so you can be 
:sure of the whole system. It's 
jjust not sensible. 

Obviously, it does not 
make sense to install a new 
alternator or generator every 
time the voltage regulator 
goes.

Edmonton's Public School 
Board is too large already 
and a major annexation 
might make it unmanageable, 
says its chairman, Dr. 
Donald Massey. 

“We have difficulty with 
size right now,’’ he told the 
Gazette Wednesday. ‘‘It can 
only be exaggerated through 
annexation.”’ 

Despite his fears, Dr. 
Massey stressed that his 
board hasn’t made any com- 
mitment either for or against 
the annexation and haye no 
plans to do so. ‘‘Rightly or 
wrongly, our board didn’t 
take the (annexation) bid very 
seriously,’’ he said. ‘It just 
seemed so large.’’ 

Large or not, Dr. Massey 
feels both his board and 
neighboring school boards 
must be prepared for the an- 
nexation in case it is ap- 
proved. As part of that 
preparation, the Edmonton 
trustees have invited other 
boards that'll be affected by 
the annexation to meet and 
talk over their concerns. 

The invitation letter 
presented during Wednes- 
day’s meeting of the Sturgeon 
Division School Board, 
stated that the purpose of the 
proposed meeting will be an 
“informal discussion on the 


effects of annexation, both 
pro and con for the school 
boards concerned.’’ 

Dr. Massey said one con- 
cern that his board hasn’t 
resolved yet is the financial 
implications of the proposed 
annexation, Other boards, in- 
cluding Sturgeon’s and St. 
Albert’s, must be equally 
curious, he said. 

He added that his fellow 
trustees have other matters 
they wish to discuss with the 
neighboring boards but that 
will have to wait until the 
meeting, tentatively planned 
for sometime around the end 
of October, 

‘We'll be careful at the 
meeting,’’ he added, ‘‘to 
show them (other boards) 
that our board hasn't taken a 
position. We don’t want to 
give them the impression that 
we're part and parcel to this 
annexation bid.’’ 

To make that point very 
clear, he said, he’s arranging 
for a member of the Alberta 
School Trustees Association 
to ehair the meeting so the 
outlying boards have no fears 
of Edmonton ‘running the 
show’. 

Edmonton mayor Cec 
Purves has invited both the 
city’s Public and Catholic 
school boards to endorse the

Sturgeon Board opts to try 
night meetings 


Beginning next month one 
out of every two monthly 
meetings of the Sturgeon 
Division School Board will be 
held at night, following a 
board decision yesterday. 

‘*We've got too many good 
people sitting on the out- 
side,’’ said trustee Jim Ward 
in making his motion to try 
the night meetings for a six- 
month trial. 

“In my own area,’’ he 
said, ‘‘there are numerous 
fully qualified people who 
could be trustees if they had 
the time. Holding half of the 
bdard’s meetings at night will 
provide that time,’’ he 
reasoned. 

Mr. Ward said ‘‘one of the 
biggest benefits that could 
result from the change is 
greater participation from 
parents and teachers. Maybe 
people will come out to the 
meetings now.”’ 

He noted that the board 
has been working over the 
last two years’ to 
‘streamline’ the procedures 


of its meetings and that if 
half of them are held at night 
more streamlining might be 
necessary to end them at a 
reasonable hour. 

However, he added, school 
boards in Edmonton, St. 
Albert and Calgary all hold 
their meetings at night and 
there’s no reason why 
Sturgeon can’t also do so in 
an efficient manner. 

Among the other six board 
members only Joyce Porsild 
opposed the plan for night 
meetings, arguing that for her 
personally, it will be difficult 
to attend. Mrs. Porsild said 
she ‘‘was quite prepared fo 


support occasional nightly 
meetings if they’re re- 
quested,’’ but she didn’t 


favor them on a regular basis. 

Streamlining the pro- 
cedures so that the agenda 
can be covered during the 
shorter, night time period, 
she added, may mean cutting 
out a lot of important discus- 
sion that now goes on.

King to delay the transfer un- 
til next summer, a time that 
only leaves a few months 
before the next election. Mr. 
King has indicated he’s not 
willing to make any conces- 
sions but he’s never officially 
told the board and so trustees 
continue to wait for some 
word from him. 

Mr. King’s staff have said 
that if Mrs, Hole must resign 
from the board, a by-election 
to replace wouldn’t be war- 
ranted because there will only 
be 10 months before the next 
regular election, 

Arguing that that’s too 
long a time to leave the re- 
maining Sturgeon residents 
of Mrs. Hole’s division left 
‘unrepresented’ on the 
board, the trustees have 
prepared a motion asking the 
minister to appoint a trustee 
to fill in for the 10-month 
period.

The Canadian Postal 
system, has, in recent times, 
not been known for its 
schemes to improve and 
speed up mail delivery. It is 
usually known for devising 
unique ways to keep your 
mail away from you. 

Take heart, especially all 
you folks out in rural Alber- 
ta, a change is in the wind. 
The Alberta Postal District, 
responsible for rural postal 
delivery in the province, is 
looking seriously at a system 
which will, in time, make to- 
day’s postal delivery methods 
totally obsolete. 

The Rural Addressing 
System, as it is known, was 
developed three years ago in 
Strathcona county. And the 
postal district is so excited 
about its potential that it 
“pes to have it implemented 
atross the province in the 
next few years. 

Representatives from the 
post office were on hand at a 
recent MD council meeting to

explain the system, its 
benefits and its potential for 
districts like the MD. 

The Strathcona system, 
was developed specifically in 
response to increased subdivi- 
sion development in the 
county. The present system, 
designated by Rural Route 
(RR) numbers, and (the name 
of) a large urban centre, for 
example, Edmonton, makes 
it more difficult to pinpoint 
specific locations, with mail 
volume becoming un- 
manageable. 

Some other means of iden- 
tifying rural roads was need- 
ed, and with this in mind, 
Strathcona planners 
developed the new addressing 
system and presented it to the 
postal district. The reaction 
there was favorable and it 
was decided to approach the 
Alberta planning department 
to get their reaction. 

The heart of the system is 
the existing grid pattern of 
county roads which would 


operate similar to the streets 
and avenues used in Edmon- 
ton. 

Township Roads (Twp 
Rds) would run east and west 
and would be numbered in 
ascending order. For exam- 
ple, Township 52 would go 
from 52-1 to 52-6. The 
baseline road of the next 
township is then numbered 
Township Road 53-1 and so 
on. Range Roads would run 
north and south with 
numbering to also run in 
ascending order from the east 
boundary of a Township 
Road and on the east side of 
Range Roads. 

For delivery into a country 
residential setting, (acreage 
subdivisions) the existing box 
number of each lot, as 
established by the post office, 
will remain, followed by the 
subdivision name. To 
facilitate road addressing, the 
physical location of the.sub- 
division mail drop would be 
utilized.

All members 
of council attended this 
showing. 

Council called a special 
meeting on October 3 to 
discuss the project in the light 
of the new information and 
plans provided by Alberta 
Housing. The difficulty of 
location on the site was not 
resolved, and would conflict 
with plans approved for the 
neighboring Credit Union 
building which is set back 
72’. The original motion that 
the liquor store be required to 
go 60’ back on the lot still 
stands as of the October 3 
meeting.

The system, while perhaps 
not eliminating all postal pro- 
blems (most occur before 
mail ever leaves the main 
postal terminal) will act 
similar to the postal code 
allowing for a quicker means 
of identifying individual 
homes in rural areas. 

The system does have its 
drawbacks, specifically in 
terms of cost. Group mail 
box numbers will have to be 
changed from designations 
with no meaning, except for 
the post office, to reflect the 
new house numbers. 

Sign posts, indicating 
Township and Range Roads 
will also be required at every 
mile, whether there is a road 


there or not, making for a 
uniform pattern, 

It is unlikely, though, that 
the federal government will 
provide any incentive grants 
for this type of a program, 
even though the post office is 
a federal responsibility. 
Postal delivery, in individual 
provinces, is considered 
either a provincial or 
municipal matter, though 
counties may approach the

federal government on their 
own, 

With the planning depart- 
ment now convinced, 
Strathcona is now in the pro- 
cess of implementing the 
rural addressing system, with 
MD Sturgeon no doubt, wat- 
ching for its effectiveness.

Rails played prime role in Canada’s history 


By Carla Bit 

Railroads have been cre- 
dited with knitting Canada 
together, long before the 
plane or car were even 
conceived. A century before 
The Last Spike, Pierre 
Berton’s saga immortalizing 
John A. MacDonald's quest 
to join this vast nation from 
sea to sea, railroads were 
moving people and goods 
within the fledgling colonies. 

Railroads like the Inter- 
colonial and the Grand Trunk 
Railways, and lines in the 
prairies and British Colum- 
bia like the Alberta and 
Great Waterways, and the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
British Columbia Railways, 
joined with the Red River 
carts to open up the west. 

These lines are almost 
forgotten now, stored in 
history pages, but in num- 
erous railroad museums 
across Canada they come 
alive, with one of the largest 
collections of ‘‘railroadiana’ 
located in the MD, just 
outside Namao. 

Operated by the Alberta 
Pioneer Railway Association, 
(APRA) the museum con- 
tains relics of many past 
Canadian railways, as well as 
early Alberta lines. While 
there is some out-of-date 
equipment from the 1950's 
and 1960's, other pieces date 
back up to 100 years. Two 
baggage cars date from 1877,

(CNR). 
BAGGAGE CARS IN FILM 
The two were once part of 
the Intercolonial Railway 
which ran between Montreal 
and the Maritimes, Recently, 
they were used by Universal 
Pictures of Canada to shoot a 
film called The Silence of the 
North. It is the story of a 
woman riding the train up 
north, and to depict the era, 
the train was renamed the 
Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railroad, a forerunner 
of the Northern Alberta 
Railroad, (NAR). Both will be 
repainted and returned to 
their former state now that 
their part in the film is 
complete. 


VOLUNTEERS WORK 
AT MD SITE 

The museum is located 
four miles east and one mile 
west of Highways 28 and 37 
Junction (Namao Corner), 
and leases a two mile railway 
right of way from the 
Department of National De- 
fense, Namao Air Base, It 
operates each long weekend 
during the summer but trains 
only run for about half a 
mile, The remainder of the 
track will eventually be laid 
but with only volunteer labor

and few funds to work with 
progress on the extension 
has been slow. 

There are 120 members in 


the association from Alberta,, 


and across Canada, and 
three members outside the 
country. Secretary-treasurer 
and director of motive power, 
Don Scafe, said members 
come from all walks of life 
and only about four have any 
connection with railroads. 

‘They're just a group of 
people with an abiding 
interest in keeping railroad 
history alive,’’ he said. 

The museum moved to its 
present location three years 
ago, but the Association 
itself, started informally in 
1963 operating out of Ed- 
monton Transit’s Cromdale 
barns, where Light Rail 
Transit (LRT) cars ate now 
repaired. 

The APRA was once 
affiliated with the Canadian 
Railroad Historical Foun- 

heii headquartered in 
ontreal, with the first 
branch in Alberta started in 
Rocky Mountain House in 
1962. 

‘Rail fans in Edmonton 
petitioned Montreal to be 
given branch status,’’ said 
Mr. Scafe. ‘‘The dream of 
the people in the association 
was to acquire equipment 
and to operate it, but we ran 
into insurance problems, 
which the Montreal people 
were unhappy with, so they 
asked us to form a separate 
association."’ 

In 1964 the APRA was 
formed and in 1968 it was 


registered as a society. 
Shortly afterwards it became 
registered as a non-profit 
organization and is now a 
corporate entity. In 1975 the 
Association was asked to 

acate the Cromdale barns 

d chose the Namao loca- 
tion for its operations be- 
cause of its rail connections. 
The right-of-way joins up the 
CNR line allowing new 
pieces to move easily onto 
the museum site. 

Entering the museum 
grounds is less like stepping 
into history and more like 
walking into a deserted ghost 
town. You are all alone and 
as the wind whips through 
the empty trains you swear 


you can hear an old 
conductor shout ‘‘all 
aboard’’. Pieces of half- 


remembered railroads sit, 
waiting to be transformed to 
once again run proud, as 
reminders of Canada’s rail- 
road history. 

Always on the lookout for 
vintage equipment the asso- 
ciation has, in its short 
existence, been able to pick 
up some unique pieces. 
Many, have been donated by 
the CNR, though the asso- 
ciation does have a few from 
Canadian Pacific. 

The museum’s prize pos- 
session is an 1873 steam 
locomotive, donated by 
Premier Steel Company, a 
division of Stelco. A fore- 
runner of the NAR, the 
locomotive is the only one of 
its kind in existence and was 
once part of the Edmonton 
Dunvegan and British Col-

umbia Railways. 


ST. ALBERT STATION 
ON SITE 

Recently, the association 
purchased the old St. Albert 
station from CN for $251, but 
had to pay over $2,000 to 
have it moved to the museum 
site. 

Every Saturday, members 
get together to fix up 
equipment, and are now in 
the process of refurbishing 
two vintage locomotives, one 
from 1913 and another built 
in 1927. Progress is slow as 
only a few donate their time, 
and not all are familiar with 
the workings of steam 
locomoties. 

There is also only one 
large shop, built on six acres 
leased from Zaychuk's nur- 
sery next door, but plans are 
in the works for additional 
space for repairs. 

Security and maintenance 
are still the two major 
problems. The association 
has no insurance and van- 
dalism has been a problem, 
said Mr. Scafe. With pieces 
valued at between $50,000 
and $60,000 and other 
genuine antiques over 100 
years old, insurance rates 
would be astronomical. Right 
now, the only funding comes 
from Alberta Culture which 
provides a yearly grant of 
$200 for museums and a 
$5,000 matching grant. The 
association has approached 
the MD but was refused, 
because it did not own the 
property.

MAINTENANCE 
A PROBLEM 

Trains require constant 
upkeep, especially painting if 
they are left outside. Boilers 
on steam locomotives must 
be ultrasonically tested for 
cracks each year, and every 
five years insulation has to 
be replaced. 

Pieces usually arrive in 
fairly good shape, but

because equipment is out of 
date, finding parts to replace 
old ones is often a problem. 
Still, members do keep a 
sharp lookout for possible 
acquisitions. 

“There are few steam 
locomotive parts around and 
we got a number in the past. 
We stay in touch with other 
railway groups to see what 
they may have to offer,"’ said 
Mr. Scafe. 

The APRA hosted the 
North American Association 
of Railway Museums Sep- 
tember 15 and 16 with 
representation from 30 of the 
47 member associations. 
Seminar topics varied from

Industrial Park for Gibbons 


With some» modifications 
still needed, Gibbons council 
has tentatively approved an 
industrial park within the 
town’s boundaries. . 

The park, developed by 
Marlo Developments will 
cover 128 acres east of 
Highway 37 and will house 
approximately 40 lots in its 
three stages. Only one aspect 
in the development, the 
possibility of limited access in 
or out of the park, worried 
some councillors. 

According to the 
preliminary site plans shown 
to council at a _ recent 
meeting, only one road is 


planned between stages one 


and two. It will have a cul de 
sac at the end allowing truck 
traffic to turn around to get 
out with a second road not 
expected until stage two is 
complete. 

“What if there is a water 
main break, a truck turns 
over or the road needs repair- 
ing?”’ said councillor Jock 
Archer. ‘‘People at the other 
end would be unable to get 
out. What happens to the 
people north of the develop- 
ment, too, if equipment in 
the park has to be moved on 
a daily basis?” 

Edmonton Regional Plan- 


ning Commission (ERPC) 
planner, Lehman Walker, 
too, was concerned about the 
delay in constructing the se- 
cond internal roadway. He 
suspected that breaking the 
park’s construction into three 
phases, with only 10 lots 
planned for Stage Two, was 
one way of avoiding the se- 
cond road. He could see no 
reason why lots planned for 
Stage Two could not be in- 
corporated into Stage One 
and suggested a re-drawing 
before council gives final-ap- 
proval, 

Council, however, is anx- 
ious to see the development
